Dyersburg in an Uproar. 


We learn from a friend who arrived 
yesterday from Dyersburg, Dyer county, 
that the wildest excitement was prevail- 
ing there on Saturday, on account of the 
hanging of five men by a vigilance com- 
nilites on ihe night of the 29th or morn- 
ing of the 80th. 

The circumstances %4 near as we could 
learn were as foliows: During the 
week, five men belonging to a regular 
band of herse thieves were captured and 
lodged In Jail by the patrol. Three of 
them, two .brothers named Evans, and 
une Moody, were carried before a magis 
trate and fully committed. The other 
two, Whose pames we have been unable 
‘9 learo, were also examined, and re- 
manded. 

‘oe probability is that the law would 
have been suffered to take its course, but 
the two Evans, with unparalleled ef. 
frontery, threatened the magistrate in 
Court, and all five of the prisoners 
boldly declared that if they were prn- 
iabed they would wreak vengeance 
against the whole community. These 
tireats, Of course, had the effect of rous. 
ing the feelings of the citizens against 
them, especially those who participated 
ia their arrest originally, as it was 
agaiost them that the prisonera directed 
their threats principally. 

Nothing was done, however, and the 
prisoners were remanded to jail for safe- 
keeping. About midnight—perhaps a 
little after—a body of men numbering at 
least 100 surrounded the jail, took the 
prisoners out, and after giving them a 
few minutesfor preparation shot them 
to death. 

The citigzensengaged in this act were 
of all shaces of politics, and were among 
the best men inp the county. The lead. 
ing man, indeed, inthe whole affair, 
wase® former Radical member of the 
Legislature. They were not disguised 
ia the slightest, and seemed to justify 
their conduct and glory in it. 

Since writing the above, we have re 
oeived @ private letter from a friend in| 
Dyersbure, feom which we make the fol- 
lowing extracts: 

*Tuese men (those executed) were 
supposed to be the leaders of a gang of 
horee thieves who rabged through Dyer 
and the adjoining counties, stealing 
stock indiscriminately. They were con- 
nected, it is suppcsed, with a central or- 
ganization, whose ramifications reach 
from the Gulf to the St. Lawrence, and 
which embraces in its ranks men in 
every station of life. The R2nos were 
members of it, and the men who lately 
rubbed Col. Gavvert, at Jackson, Tenn., 
and whose bodies were found swinging 
from atree at Carroil station 
Humboldt and Jackson.) 

“One of thesa very men who were 
shot was seeu by a neighbor seme weeks 
ago with anarm fuil of new halters, 
which he was dividing out toa body of 
men assembled in his yard. * * ® 
While we deprecate lawlessness, we can- 
not but think that the death of these 
desperadoes is a benefit to the country. 
Siuesthe lyaching of the two men at 
Carroll station, robberies have almost 
ceased in that region, and itis heped ; 
this shooting will havea like salutary 
effect.’’

Your petition- 
ers believe that the confirmation of Mr. 
Pearne would but resuit in acontinuance 
of the great abuses uoder which the pub- 
lic, and, especially the loyal peopie of 
this city and county, bavecuffered under 


ceived the sympathy and support of Mr. 
Pearne, and, at the same time, the con. 
demnation of all good and loyal citizens. 
As evidence of the character and 
standing of Mr. Pearne, asa member of 
the Republican party, we subjoin a copy 
of one of a €reries of resolutions, ‘pre- 
sented by Juige Barbour Lewis, ata 
mass meeting of the Republican party, 
held at Memphis onthe 27:h of July, 
1868, and adopted unanimously, Tue 
f.liowing is the resolution ;
